But, whichever philosopher or 
poet is correct, scientists in 
Rome, Italy, attending the United 
Nations conference on world 
populations and their problems, 
say flatly, “It’s becoming in- 
creasingly an old man’s world.” 
Persons over 65 today now 
make up 10 per cent of the popu- 
lation. By the year 2017, just a 
few years ahead, that percent- 
age will be 16 to 17 per cent. 
- These scientists, representing 

70 countries, say flatly that this 
fact will pose critical new social 
and economic problems. 

Man’s life will continue to 
lengthen. The beneficial effect 
of anti-biotics, of new knowledge 
about diets, progress in the diag- 
mosis of degenerative diseases, 
and other studies all tend to 
drive the life’ expectancy span 
slowly, but steadily/ upward. In 
1900, for example, the United 
States has 3,080,498 persons over 
65, or 4.1 per cent of the popu- 
lation. In 1950 the number was 
over 12,000,000 and was at about 
84% per cent of the population. - 
It is now about 10 per cent and, 
by 1970, just 16 years away, the 
nation expects to have 20,000,- 
000 persons over 65 years of age.

Scientists point out the folly, 
especially in this country, of re- 
tiring healthy workers at 65. 
They note that under present, 
and long existing, tax laws, the 
average worker with a family 
cannot save, or invest, in any 
amount which will bring in an 
income to augment the social 
security payments.

South’s Retail Sales 
Show a Healthy Growth 


The South’s economic development 
again is pointed up in the announcement 
by the U.S. Department of Commerce that 
$42,.500,000,000 worth of goods were sold 
in the region by retailers last year. 

The figures show full well why the 
nation’s business leaders continue to look 
to the South as a fertile field for ex- 
pansion. The section’s growth as a market 
is not fleeting. The increase is regular and 
sustained, as per capita and family in- 
comes continue to rise. 

Total sales in the South were third 
regionally in the nation. The dollar vol- 
ume of transactions in gasoline service 
stations and drug stores and in general 
merchandise establishments were second 
in the country. 

The merchandising pattern shows the 
biggest volume of sales by small, inde- 
pendent stores. Organizations operating 11 
or more establishments accounted for only 
$7,605,000,000 of the total. 

The reason for economic progress is 
cited in a companion report which shows 
that payrolls in the manufacturing field 
have increased nearly 400 per cent since 
1940. Georgia bettered this with an in- 
crease of 434.8 per cent—from $162,700,- 
000 in 1940 to $870,200,000 in 1953. 


Income in the region from wholesaling, 
retailing and servicing transactions have 
gone up 328 per cent and in agriculture 
the net income to farmers rose 176 per 
cent. 

It all adds up to better living stand- 
ards for the region as a whole. Economic 
progress is cumulative and reflects it- 
self in every field of activity—govern- 
ment and social services, churches, schools 
and hospitals, health and general welfare. 

Georgia’s continued progress will de- 
pend largely upon what the next admin- 
istration in state government does.

A friend of mine who dabbles more or less remuneratively 
in fiction made the mistake of turning out a short story the other 
week about a 38-year-old woman. Right away she got it back from 
her agent with a letter advising her to reduce her heroine's age, 
eradicate a few of her wrinkles and remove that sprinkling of 
gray she has realistically allowed to creep into her hair. 


“Nobody,”’ said the agent bluntly, “is interested in a woman 
over 35,” , ‘ 

My writing friend meekly youthified her heroine and dis- 
patched the story again and it will probably come out some 
time this winter in one of the slick, brightly illustrated women's 
magazines which are dedicated to the premise that the American 
woman is forever young and beautiful. 


It’s a silly notion, of course. The idea that nothing worth 
noting happens to you after you are past 35 is almost too ridicu- 
lous to discuss. I know half a dozen elderly people who are dod- 
dering on the brink of 40 and up to their necks in drama and/or 
romantic love. But it must not be the magazine editors’ fault 
that we have this idiotic and arbitrary age limit on life. 

The public sets the rules and it must have set that one for 
it is also true of movies. You practically never see an American- 
made movie that deals with life as it is lived by anybody older 
than 20. (“‘Come Back Little Sheba’’ was a noteworthy exception, 
so noteworthy that people are still talking about it.) Occasionally 
you see a play which deals with all sorts of people of all ages. 
But the more popular sources of entertainment, the movies and 
the magazines, evidently have been convinced that if you're 
aging and unsmart looking that you might as well be dead. 


It’s funny that we Americans should have this idea and it 
may be due to our youth as a nation. I notice that a great 
many British movies deal with elderly, downright dowdy individ- 
uals. There’s a delightful picture at the Peachtree Art this week 


called ‘“‘Hobson’s Choice,’’ which concerns itself with the affairs _ 


of an old maid (she admitted to 30 but she could have been any 
age) and a funny looking little cobbler with dirt on his face and 
an noticeable dearth of masculine beauty or muscles. Charles 
Laughton, who plays the old maid’s abusive, whisky-drinking 


father, is the only star whose name I recognized in the picture | 


and that’s part of its charm. The Characters are so real, so 
plain and unglamorous and everyday looking you feel they could 
have been chosen from your own circle of friends and ac- 
quaintances. (I know a cross-eyed woman who has had three 
husbands and could get another one tomorrow if she wanted to. 
She leads a simply ‘fascinating life but I can see the editors of 
the slick magazines and Hollywood moviemakers shuddering 
at the idea of putting her in a story or a movie.) 


However, there’s hope for us and our taste. After the British 
published Eudora Welty’s stories about middle-aged Mississippi 
women they caught on in America and were brought out in new 


editions. And “‘Hobson’s Choice,’’ a simple, funny, tender little | 


tale about real people, has done so well in Atlanta they’re hold- 
ing it over another week. Maybe the day will come when you 
can be over 35 and not utterly uninteresting to your fellowman.

Pilonidal Cyst 


abnormalities occur 
when nature makes an error in 
our development. The pilonidal 
cyst is one of the strangest. This 
lesion is located in the lower 
spine near the spot where a tail 
would grow if we were that kind 
of animal. 

What mistake on the part of 

nature would produce this anom-.. 
aly? 
During the process of growth, 
before the child is born, the right 
and left sides of the body meet 
in midline in the region of the 
backbone. 

Occasionally, bits of skin tis- 
gue collect at this junction, es- 
pecially the lower end, and are 
caught below the surface of the 
skin. These cells contain sweat 
glands and. hair follicles which 
ultimately function just as if they 
were on the skin. 


Meanwhile the body, recogniz- 
ing its error, forms a covering 
around these misplaced cells. 
Here they are sheltered and re- 
main dormant unless infection or 
irritation occurs. 


The defect may be discovered 
by making a careful search of 
the site just above the folds of 
the buttocks. The skin in this area 
is thinner than elsewhere and ‘f 
a pilonidal cyst is present, one 
or more dimples will be observed 
over the cyst. 


The disorder has little signifi- 
cance so long as the pocket re- 
mains quiescent. In civilian life, 
chances of infection are minimal 
but the story is different during 
war times, when pilonidal cysts 
are common. 

In World War II, many vic- 
tims first noted discomfort after 
running the obstacle course or 
hitting a bump while riding in a 
jeep, truck, or tank. 

But injury is only part of the 
cause. Once infection sets in, 
the microorganisms multi- 
ply and the cyst distends with 
pus. At such times, pain is un- 
bearable. 


The lesion finally comes to a 
head and will rupture spontane- 
ously when allowed to do so. 
Most physicians prefer to lance 
the cyst, however, to hasten 
drainage. 

Meanwhile, heat is applied arid 
penicillin or other.amtibotic is ad- 
ministered. 

After the lesion heals it is by 
no neans gone. With the slight- 
est injury or irritation, recur- 
rences may be expected. As a 
result, the cyst ought to be erad- 
icated as soon as all signs of 
inflammation subside. 


This is not easy because the 
tumor extends into the tissue, 
sometimes to a great depth. A 
skilled operator is necessary to 
remove the entire channel.

Construction 


In DeKalb 
Stays High 


Construction in DeKalb County 
continued at a record clip during 
August with some 40 per cent 
more building permits issued than 
during the same month last year. 

Leon O'Neal, county building in- 
spector, revealed this week that 
463 permits for the construction of 
new residences in DeKalb were 
issued during August and 16 more 
for commercial buildings. 

He said the total cost of the res- 
idences would run approximately 
$3,755,000, with the commercial 
structures costing $458,000. 

During August 1953 only 260 res- 
idential and 13 commercial build- 
ing permits were issued. Esti- 
mated cost of total construction 
for that month ran only $2,272,000. 

Last month’s totals even ran 
above the record July level es- 
tablished the preceding month. 
During July 423 residences and 19 
commercial buildings were started 
at a cost of $3,743,000, county rec- 
ords showed.
